B uild etli,” and throughout his serm on 
he im pressed upon 
his hearers the 
value of education and ch aracter b uild ­ 
ing. 
He held th a t there w as an end in 
view to all educational processes, first 
to fit every one for his sp here of useful­ 
ness, and second, to cap acitate the in­ 
dividual for enjoy m ent. 
G enuine ed ­ 
ucation, he said was a failure if it p ro­ 
duced 
p olished 
degenerates, a nl a 
success w hen it created good c itiz e n­ 
ship . 
God, he said, m ade the crops, 
and He was the ^larger factor in all 
successes of. life, h ut m an, him self 
m ust }» roduce his own m oral ch arac­ 
ter. 
Dr. Tevis com pared character to 
a house. 
Both m ust have foundations, 
he said, and w hatever the foundation 
is, so shall he 
the building. 
The 
foundation, how ever, lias tw o ch arac­ 
ters, 
a 
unique 
ind ivid uality 
and 
p eculiar qualities. 
He im pressed upon his hearers th at 
they w'ere not about to cease th eir w'ork 
and study , hut, on the contrary , were 
but com m encing; 
th a t they would 
m eet w ith m any trials w hich they 
w ould find it hard to bear up under 
and th a t there was no such a founda­ 
tion up on w hich to rest as th at of the 
Savior of the w orld. 
N a ture ’s law', he said, was som e­ 
th ing for som ething and not som e­ 
th ing for nothing. 
E very thought,« he 
said, was a chisel w hich carves out 
some line of character and th a t the 
influence of th ough t upon ch aracter 
could not be 
overestim ated. 
Dr. 
Tevis im pressed his hearers w ith the 
fact th a t thought and hab it are closely 
allied in the form ation of character, 
and th a t in the conduct of life, habits 
count for m ore than m axim s, and lie 
urged each and 
every one 
to form 
habits of industry , p ure thought and 
devotion. 
He 
declared th a t each 
should he as the soldier of S p arta—a 
brick in the w all of defense—and th a t 
w ith all together, an undestructable 
w all of defense could be m aintained 
against sin. 
The serm on was very fine and wTas 
full of excellent 
advice 
w hich no 
doubt w ill 
go dow n deep into the 
hearts of his hearers.

liev ed to be impo ssible, and twelv e cr 
fifteen are inju red badly . 
Fro m re­ 
po rts o f the phy sicians, ten o f the less 
serio u sly inju red may die as a resu lt 
o f blo o d po iso ning fro m the po tash 
that was driv en into their bo dies. 
The dead: 
Jo seph Sherwo o d, ag ed 
21; Jay Sherwo o d, ag ed 24; Edith Dil­ 
lo n, 17 ; Dean Shaw, 18 ; Mary Sny der, 
22; Estella Decker, 15; Frank Grant, 
21. 
All o f the abo v e, with the ex cep­ 
tio n o f Estella 
Decker and 
Frank 
Grant, were killed instantly . 
The lat­ 
ter two died alter being remo v ed to 
their ho mes. 
The inju red, who m it is believ ed 
canno t reco v er, are; 
Mag g ie Lo g an, 
ag ed 19 , inju red by fly ing debris; Tho s. 
Bo ck, stru ck in the back by fly ing bar­ 
rel, arm s and leg s bro ken, internally 
Inju red; Clau de Shaw, twin bro ther o f 
Dean, back sev erely inju red and ankle 
bro ken; Effle Jeterm an, cau g ht in fall­ 
ing debris and Internally inju red; Ro y 
Peterm an, badly inju red by falling de­ 
bris. Three o thers who se names co u ld 
no t be learned were also cu t and bu rn­ 
ed.

Abo u t thirty co mplied 
with the requ est. 
The co ncu ssio n was felt fo r miles 
aro u nd. 
Two mag azines in separate 
ro o ms at the no v elty wo rks were ex ­ 
plo ded simu ltaneo u sly with a terrible 
repo rt. 
The ex act cau se o f the ex plo ­ 
sio n is no t definitely kno wn. It is su r­ 
mised that o ne o f the Sherwo o d bro th­ 
ers, who were the o nly perso ns in the 
dry ing ro o m, dro pped a larg e bo x o f 
to rpedo es, bu t this theo ry canno t be 
co nfirmed. Hu m an fo rms were strewn 
co nsiderable distances apart o n the 
facto ry site.

worth for term s.v ary ing from six to 
ten y ears. 
Howev er, the Matthews

Declaring he wou ld rep ay e ve r y 
p erson if he liv ed, Conitz and his wife, 
thou g h both were p ast the half-centu ry 
mark, beg an life ov er ag ain in North 
Dakota. One p ay ment of 10 p er cent 
was made, and then in Febru ary Con­ 
itz died. 
After th at the widow saw 
nothing more in life to liv e for.
